•» Paraiirranh 2 of reference a. indicated that the DDCI felt the 
Agency* should^wid having too many people listed on 
Commission Hearing Board Roster and that instead we 11 

establish the Office of Personnel as the one jpoint of 
other agencies of the Federal Government to which requests ror tieann^ 
Board JJbers could be addressed. This matter was dieeussed with 
Colonel James Hatcher of the Commission's Security Appraisal Office. 

Us advised us informally that to permit CIA to maintain a roster within 
a roster was contrary to Civil Service Commission regulations and not 
Within the intent of Executive Order 10b50. As a further Colonel 

Hatcher reminded us that to avoid an exception on a point of order a 
person may not legally serve on a Hearing Board unless his *mnc y ^ 
certified his name to the Civil Service Commission and the Commission

2. At the present time the names of six CIA (.embers are listed 
on the official Hearing Board Roster. Each of the six has received two 
StSLf SSSl«ti«i «ph«l.tag that prior to jocopting ag 
toTSard convened by another Government agency the request to se: 
should be eomar&ested to the Office of Personnel. ThjOttljm of 
Personnel now maintains a roster of Hearing Board requests and it has 
been our practice to distribute, as equitably as possible, earing

Deputy Director of Security it was concluded that once a nominee had 
MTfed on three or four Boards within a period of a year his name 
could be dropped from the list and another name substituted. In this 
way we would not need to haw more than six names listed with the 
Coasaisslon at any one time,
